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REMARKS 

This application has been carefully considered in connection with the Examiner's 
Final Office Action dated December 12, 2007. Reconsideration and allowance are 
respectfully requested in view of the following. 

Summary of Claim Status 

Claims 1-5, 7-19 were pending at the time of the Office Action. 
Claim 8 was rejected under 35 USC § 102(e). 
Claim 9 was rejected under 35 USC § 103(a). 
Claims 1-5, 7, and 10-29 were allowed. 

Summary of Response 

Claims 1-5, 7 and 10-29 remain as originally submitted or previously presented. 

Claims 8 and 9 are cancelled. 

Claim 6 was previously cancelled. 

Remarks and Arguments are provided below. 

Summary of Claims Pending 

Claims 1-5, 7 and 10-29 are currently pending following this response. 
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Response to Rejections under Section 102 

In the Final Office Action dated December 12, 2007, Claim 8 was rejected under 
35 USC § 102(e) as being anticipated by U.S. Patent No. 7,194,730 to Promberger. 

Applicants have canceled Claim 8 herein, thereby rendering the rejection to 
claim 8 moot. 

Response to Rejection under Section 103 

In the Final Office Action dated December 12, 2007, Claim 9 was rejected under 
35 USC § 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 7,194,730 to Pramberger 
in view of XML transformations definitions as taught (col. 19, lines 5-14). 

Applicants have canceled Claim 9 herein, thereby rendering the rejection of 
claim 9 moot. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants thank Primary Examiner Ingberg for his indication of allowance of 
claims 1-5, 7 and 10-29. Applicants respectfully submit that all of the pending claims 
are now allowable.
